him Orders to Rendevouz his Army 
and to enter thoſe Countries, and yet all 
this while pretending he would ACt no- 
thing againſt the Peace, if he were nor 
interrupted in his Deſign, and that the 
Spaniaris' did not oppoſe his Demands.

— Bur the King of France not content with ſo ra- 
tional an Anſwer, and continuing to put his Claim 
to the deciſion of a War, caufed ſeveral 
Body's of Armed Forces to fall withruin and havock 
upon the. Territories and Subje&y of his Catholick 
Majeſty, without taking the leaſt Notice of the 
kind offers of the King of England, or of what the 
Pope has tendred by his pony rae Nuntio, 
and others of the. Allies. He has ſeized upon' the 
Cities and Towns of Leſſines, Beaunont, Chimay, 
Walcourt, Bovignes, and others, where his Troops 
for theſe five. Weeks and more have commirted 

ſtill continue-ro-commit all manner of \Vio- 
lences in all parts under Obedience to his Catholick 
Majeſty ; ſending their Commands for the payment 
of Contriburions double and treble what was 
pay in 'the War. They have fallen upon hjs 
jeſties Subje&s, they . have taken away their .. 


Cartel, and Corn, and other Proviſions, carry'd 


away Priſoners, beat down Houſes, and committed 
an abundance of other Enormities, which viſibly 
rends to an Abſolute Breach. _ Seeing therefore, 
we have uſed all Amicable Means, fahce all Inter- 
poſition and Mediation proves in-efteftual, nor can 
prevail to bendand molifie the Rigor, with which 
the French Troaps continue to overwhelm His Maje- 
ſties Subje&s to their Toral deſtruttion,and while the 
Injuries they endure do bur ſerve to ws: a greater 
continually upon *em,- acd fot thar they have moſt 
feelingly beſought us, not to permir them to be 
reduced under the Servitude of France, by ſuch a 
ruinous Deſolation.
